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There is probably no other desert VOLUME \ 
locality in the world that has the j 
flora wealth possessed by the desert; 
in the general vicinity of Palm 
Spnngs. 
Most of the true desert ¡ 
plants migrated from Mexico and 
here they meet the native plants of 
the arid sections of California, form­ 
ing a population that is cosmopoli­ 
tan and extensive. On the mountain 
slopes are met the descendants of 
northern flora, forced south during 
the glacial age and with the return 
of warmer climate, climbed the 
mountain slopes to colder living con­ 
ditions as well as retreating to more 
northerly latitudes. It is a remark­ 
able condition that is not always ap­ 
preciated as one of the greatest at­ 
tractions for many of our visitors.

I can testify to this interest. 
W hat I intended to be a hurried 
fifteen minutes of shopping 
would often turn into a leisure­ 
ly several hours of answering 
questions. People are beginning 
to realize that the desert is not 
a barren waste but a place of 
much life and interest. They 
come here with the idea that 
flora and fauna arc almost non­ 
existent, that sand and a few 
scrubby bushes are to be ex­ 
pected, beyond that, practically 
nothing. I gave a short talk at 
one of the hotel picnics, thought 
little of it until some time aft­ 
erward when I was called in to 
view one of the best desert col­ 
lections of mounted wildflowers 
I have seen. That herbarium is 
now being exhibited in the East. 
During 1933-34, Ted Zschokke 
maintained a desert Nature Trail 
where visitors could go to see the 
desert flora and fauna in their na­ 
tive habitat. Efforts are to be made 
to re-establish it this next season and 
you will be able then to learn the 
names and habits of the more com­ 
mon plants and animals of the des­ 
ert. 1 found it to be one of the most 
interesting spots here and I am sure 
you will not be disappointed when 
you visit it next season. 
A number of persons have 
spoken to me about gathering 
verbena seed to plant in their 
gardens next spring. Now' is 
the time to be about it. Be sure 
to gather ripe seed pods, place 
them in a dry, well ventilated 
container and be sure to re­ 
member that the mice like ver­ 
bena seed, so be absolutely sure 
that they can not gain access to 
the container. You can have a 
verbena plot in the yard next 
year if you take a little time 
now to gather and store the 
seed. 
There seems to be a persistent 
trend to call the accumulation of 
rock and sand at the mouth of a 
canyon by the term "debris cone." 
This is a misnomer as a debris cone 
is an entirely different feature. The 
feature formed by this matenal is 
called a “Fan” and should be called 
such. A cone is usually formed at 
the foot of a cliff and is shaped as a 
cone. Examples of this may be seen 
at the foot of some of the cliffs in 
W hitewater canyon. An examina­ 
tion of each will readily bring out 
the difference. 
One of my greatest pie. sures 
during the past year has been 
the acquaintanceship of some of 
the scientists W'ho have visited 
in Palm Springs; men who do 
not seek publicity but have 
come here for a rest and to 
study conditions on the desert 
as a result of the increased 
amount of rainfall. I have a 
tiny office, seven feet by eight 
feet, at my home. It is hardly 
large enough for three persons 
because of its own limited size 
and the accumulation of de­ 
bris I have gathered here and 
there. Many a pleasant hour 
has been spent here discussing 
the geology, flora, and fauna of 
this section. Such compensa­ 
tion could never be measured in 
dollars and cents. 
My office is strictly a masculine 
hangout; feet on the desk, a pipe; 
if ashes fall on the floor it is per­ 
fectly alright. Occasionally my wife 
wields a broom but the office still 
remains in the status of a wayward 
child. 
This is the time to make a 
trip over the 
P alm s-to-Pines 
highway; leave fairly early in 
the morning, lunch under the 
4 pines and return to the desert 
during the evening hours.

Especially suitable for the oc­ 
casion was Bach’s “Corale,” played by the Univer­ 
sity of Redlands’ brass sextette. 
Dr. Williamson spoke briefly, his subject be­ 
ing “Earth’s Gladdest Day,” discussing Christ’s 
resurrection and “your resurrection.” 
Robert L. Edwards recited his poem, “Easter 
Thoughts, 1935,” written by him especially for the 
occasion.

Combination Automobile- 
Airplane Designed by 
Palm Springs Visitor 


W ilbur Cornelius of Los Angeles, 
prominent airplane designer and pilot, 
arrived here Saturday in hi* Cornelius 
Free-Wing, and showed blueprints 
and plans of a new combination air­ 
plane and automobile. 
The combination auto-plane will 
have wings that can be detached in a 
few minutes, or can be folded back 
when traveling on the highway. Loc­ 
al airport attaches state the design 
seems to be very practical, and there 
should be a strong demand for the 
new machines. 
The auto-planee can be sold at a 
profit for $2500, and if the demand 
justifies mass production, it is believ­ 
ed they can be m arketed at $2000. 
The plans show a trim little air­ 
plane, operated by a Ford V-8 motor. 
It has three wheels, two in the rear 
and one in front, and is operated by 
an ordinary steering wheel such as 
ie used in any automobile. The front 
wheel serves as a rudder when in the 
air. 
The owner of such an auto-plane 


does not need a hangar. He keeps it 
in his garage at home. When he lands 
the machine at his nearest airport, 
he quickly folds the wings back, and 
drives It home as he would any other 
automobile. The drive shaft control 
is easily shifted from the propeller to 
the rear wheels, thus the propeller is 
not in motion while on the ground. 
The propeller is in the rear, where 
it does not endanger anyone when 
landing. The auto-plane has a speed 
of any similar light car on the high­ 
way. and double that speed in the air. 
Mr. Cornelius has submitted his 
plans to officials in W ashington. He 
is a successful inventor, and has de­ 
veloped some very im portant improve­ 
m ents for airplanes. His “Free-Wing" 
plane, which he flew here Saturday, 
has wings that can be moved while 
in flight, giving better control and re­ 
ducing the jolts of air bumps.
